I INTRODUCTION 

NOV 2 1953 

A. DESCRIPTION 

Project AERODYNAMIC/RANTER establishes a psychological radio broadcast 
directed against the Soviet military and civilian population in the Ukraine, from 
the vicinitv of Athens, Greece. Program preparation will be accomplished in a 
recording studio located within the U.S. 

B. PURPOSE 

This annex defines the support to be rendered Project AERODYNAMIC/RANTER 
by KUCLUB for a period of one (l) year from the date of final project approval. 

C. STATUS 

AERODYNAMIC/RANTER is a new project. 

II COMMUNICATIONS SUPPORT 

KUCLUB will furnish the following support for AERODYNAMIC/RANTER s 

A. EQUIPMENT 

This program will share transmitter time with similar type broadcasts 
presently being conducted from the Athens base station. Recording studio equip- 
ment is listed in TAB A, attached. The rotary beam antenna erected for Project 
AEPARADE will be suitable for this broadcast. 

B. PERSONNEL 

There is no requirement for personnel in addition to the present 
PYREX T/O authorization. Technical guidance and maintenance of the studio re- 
cording equipment will be accomplished by KUCLUB without the necessity of 
additional personnel. 

C. TRAINING 

There is no communications training required. 

III SPECIAL COMMUNICATIONS CONSIDERATIONS 

A. On-the-air scheduling of this program will be the prerogative of the 
Chief, WEMCA to afford compatability of personnel and equipment utilization with 
present operational requirements. 
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B. Communications support of this project is subject to revision in view 
of changing requirements. Major changes constituting an ammendment. to the basic 
plan, will require a similar ammendment to the Communications Annex.
